a member of the klan is significant 
of the temper of many men in pub- 
lic life. 


It will be difficult for senators to 


defend themselves on their votes 
against the investigation of klan 
activities and membership when 
the inquiry was proposed by the 
Republicans. It is not as if the klan 
membership wasn't mentioned. It 
was brought up in the senate, and 
Senator Burke told his colleagues 
there were witnesses 
present 
in 


Washington who were ready to tes- 
tify that they saw Mr. Black initi- 
ated in the klan. 


But the president gave his orders 


to defeat the motion for inquiry 
and insisted that the nomination be 
confirmed at once. The "yes men" 
in the senate who accept anything 
Mr. Roosevelt does, right or wrong, 
didn't hesitate to vote for immedi- 
ate confirmation.

In Roowvelt's Hindi 


The "rubber stamp" senators 


have placed their political fate in 
Mr. Roosevelt's hands. He alone 
can extricate them from the politi- 
cal dilemma into which he has 
forced them when he failed to take 
cognizance of the charges of Sen- 
ator Copeland of New York before 
the nomination was confirmed. 


Mr. Roosevelt is himself no friend 


of the Ku Klux Klan. His record on 
that point is unmistakable.

He made 
his irretrievable mistake when he 
affiliated with the klan and tha 
will prove his political death sen 
tence if he ever resigns from thi 
court. Even if he were elected t 
the senate again some day, the is 
sue would be brought up in the sen 
ate as to his qualifications to sit. 


For. while Mr. Black 
was a 


member of the senate, it was no 
known whether or not he had been 
a member of the klan. The docu- 
mentary evidence being published 
in many newspapers this week is a 
considerable shock to members of 
the senate who were inclined a 
month ago to dismiss the subject as 
merely a political charge for cam- 
paign use. ' 


There are two courses Mr. Black 


can pursue. He can admit having 
been a member of the klan and 
contend that he does not now sub- 
scribe to its principles or pledges. 
On the basis of such a statement, 
Mr. Roosevelt might choose to de- 
fend him and let the appointment 
stand. 


The other course is for Mr. Black 


to resign and relieve the president 
and his fellow senators of embar- 
rassment. 


Whichever course is taken, the 


campaign of 1938 will not be free 
from charges of klan and anti- 
klan. Likewise it is doubtful wheth- 
er Mr. Roosevelt will venture to 
carry on his campaign for an en- 
larged supreme court in the face 
of what he has done m naming a 
klansman to the bench. If he does, 
he will be confronted from coast 
to coast with sentiment such as best 
expressed in a cartoon by Elder- 
man in the Washington post, which 
shows a white-hooded 
klansman 


sitting on the supreme court bench, 
and the title of the cartoon is "Re- 
form of the Judiciary "

125,000 men struck at Chinese posi- 
tions along the entire North China 
front today, from the hills 40 miles 
west of here to thc Tientsin-Nan- 
king railroad 60 miles to the east. 


The bitterest battle of the nine- 


weeks old undeclared war was be- 
lieved to be developing. The Jap- 
anese reported almost instantane- 
ous victories on both flanks and at 
the center of the 100 mile battle 
line. 


The Chinese northern army, esti- 


mated at nearly a half million men, 
was believed slowly withdrawing 
to their prepared 
first line posi- 


tions, stretching like a solid wall of 
concrete, 
steel 
and 
flesh 
from 


Tsangchow, 60 miles south of Tient- 
sin, through Paotingfu, 
60 miles 


southwest of Peiping, into the hills 
west of this conquered 'capital of 
China's dragon emperors.

New York—The combined, unrelenting efforts of all the enemies of nazi 


Germany from the day of Hitler's rise to the present time have done less 
to demonstrate to the remaining democracies of the world the menacing 
character of the country which salutes the swastika than Hitler himself, 
and his subordinates have accomplished in the last week. 


Under a hysterical round of national self-adulation, 


the German leaders clearly stated their enmity and 
contempt for the nations which still maintain free- 
dom for their citizens and revealed an official inten- 
tion to promote unpatriotic activities through nazi so- 
cieties, including of course this one.

Berlin.

not be necessary, but nobody writ- 
ing or lecturing against Hitler and 
the horror has been able to make 
out such a powerful case against 
those who belong to such bunds and 
march in impudent rallies on the 
free soil of the U. S. A. 


Always up to now they have been 


able to pretend that they were hon- 
est American enemies of bolshev- 
ism and get away with that pre- 
tense because unquestionably they 
are enemies of communism.

LEGISLATIVE POWERS AND THE 


SPECIAL SESSION 


In these days when every cross-eyed 


muddler in the country, including some in 
legislative halls, are depended upon to 
explain and apply the constitution, but 


. judges must be excluded from that prov- 


ince, we see a knotty difficulty relating 
to the constitution in Governor LaFol- 
lettc's call for a special session. 


The constitution says that the gover- 


. nor may call such special session, "and 


when so convened no business shall be 
'transacted except as shall be necessary 
to accomplish the special purposes for 
which it was convened." 


For what "special purpose" is this 


extraordinary session held? 
Obviously to 


provide for relief. 


But the governor so words his call, 


and so construes the constitution, that the 
legislature is doubly limited; prevented 
in the first place from considering any 
question excepting relief, as is 
plainly 


right and proper, but again limited in that 
it may provide for relief only by a cer- 
tain form of tax. In fact the legislature 
is not only handcuffed but hog-tied. 
It 


finds its ears stuffed with cotton batting, 
its eyes blinded and even its speech lim- 
ited to the one word "yea." 


The legislature may vote against gift 


and inheritance taxes, it is true, but if 
it wants to provide for relief it may pro- 
vide only by that means, even to the 30 
per cent surtax, and nothing else—not a 
25 per cent tax nor a 35. 


This is not written either in the hope 


or expectation of tripping the governor's 
plans. It may be assumed that Mr. La- 
Follette is good and sound. But it cannot 
be so safely assumed that his idea con- 
cerning "the special purposes" to which he 
may limit the legislative activity can be 
restricted to the straitjacket plan which 
he espouses. 


Certainly men might very well read 


the constitutional provision quoted above 
and conclude that under the particular 
circumstances prevailing in Wisconsin the 
governor might truly say to the special 
session of the legislature that it could only 
consider the matter of providing relief, yet 
could not limit the means employed to 
accomplish the purpose. 


It should be plain enough that if the 


legislature iias the right to construe the 
constitution it could quite honestly con- 
strue it one way. 
And most likely that 


way would satisfy its dignity, which is 
always satisfied by extending its powers. 
But if the executive has the right to con- 
strue and apply the constitution as he 
sees fit he would be quite likely to come 
to an opposite conclusion and not one in- 
consistent with the dignity of the guber- 
natorial offu-e.

New Labor Laws 


1-Sided, Lawyer 
Tells Lions Club 


Federal, 
State Acts De- 


signed to Benefit La- 


bor, Dempsey Says 


Neenah — The Wagner and Wis- 


consin labor acts are one-sided 
laws, purposely drawn as such for 
the benefit of labor, Attorney Ray 
Dempsey, Oshkosh, told members 
of the Neenah Lions club at a noon 
meeting Tuesday at the Valley Inn. 


When these two laws were made 


there was no intention of giving 
employers any rights, he added, for 
. the obvious reason that the em- 
ployers had had all rights for years 
to stop formation of unions, pre- 
vention of strikes and hiring and 
-firing of employes and, therefore, 
needed no protection through laws. 
, The laws were purposely made 
to prevent employers from intimi- 
. dation of employes and gave em- 
. ployes rights to choose representa- 


tives to deal as a" group with no 
interference from employers, the 
Oshkosh attorney explained. 


Dempsey informed club members 


_that his talk Is the result of obser- 
xvations of the labor situation In the 
,'United 
States 
and especially in 


Wisconsin from a legal standpoint. 


May Cause Failure 


He said in his opinion the split in 


labor ranks is one of the possibili- 
ties preventing the success of the 
National^ Labor Relations board, 
and that it 
will be labor Itself 


•which may cause the failure of the 
•Wagner and Wisconsin labor acts. 
. 
Friction between the C.I.O. and 


the A.F.L. as well a<? employers' 


, resistances to abide by the laws 


may cause the board's defeat. 


To eliminate strikes, prevent loss 


of production and to give justice 
to laborers is the objective of the 
national and state labor acts, which 
should be given a fair hearing be- 
fore the public before they are 


. condemned, he said. He urged that 
. the 
acts 
should be studied, and 


then if there are any weaknesses 
they should be remedied by state 
legislature and congress. 


Explains Difference 


The attorney distinguished be- 


tween the national labor act and 
the state act, which he described 
as landmarks of history and labor 
relations in the country and state. 


The Wisconsin act, he explained, 


practically outlaws company and 
independent unions and calls for 
conciliation. While the Wisconsin 
act is more stringent than the na- 
tional • act, the Wagner law has 
more thought to it. However, the 
Wisconsin act includes everything 
contained in the national law. 


He also gave a brief history of 


the recent labor situation and com- 
mented upon the current demand 
for 
placing 
responsibilities upon 


unions.

Living Room 


Is Real Center 


Of Family Life 


Every Desire of Comfort- 


able Living Should be 


Given Attention 


Both as a family life center and 


as a "show place" for guests, the 
living room has probably the big- 
gest responsibility of any of the 
rooms in the house. In this room 
every member of the family must 
feel that his every need is attend- 
ed to, and at the same time it must 
be ever ready to extend hospitality 
to callers—to convey an impression 
that makes your words of welcome 
ring true. 


Each living room logically should 


have three furnishing groups, con- 
versational, reading, and writing. In 
smaller rooms perhaps the first two 
may be combined, or the second 
and third. The important thing to 
remember is to provide the neces- 
sary place for each purpose. 


Each group must have at least 


three pieces to qualify for a group 
—a chair, table and lamp. Other 
pieces may be added, depending up- 
on the space available. 


The prime value of the group 


plan lies in the ease it provides in' 
maintaining the proper balance be- 
tween the different pieces, at the 
same time preserving that atmos- 
phere of simplicity and informality 
which is so desirable. 


Arrange first the conversational 


group, with davenport and love 
seat, 
armchairs 
and 
occasional 


chairs, and the essential tables and 


lamps. As the center of interest for 
this group, you may have a fire- 
place, or a pair of French windows, 
a radio, or an impressive piece of 
furniture. In placing the furniture 
make sure that the conversational 
element is maintained— bring the 
pieces close enough together so that 
people can feel pleasantly at home. 
The grouping should promote and 
induce neighborly conversation. In 
the smaller room it may be neces- 
sary to keep the pieces of furniture 
near the wall as much as possible 
in order to maintain an air of 
roominess. 


After this group has been satis- 


factorily provided for. then plan 
the reading group—one or two corn- 
table chairs with a lamp, and a 
table 
for books, magazines and 


smoking accessories. If this happens 
to be Dad's corner, it is well to 
select a big. mannish lounge chair, 
with perhaps an ottoman. When- 
ever two chairs are used in a group, 
remember to use contrasting types. 


A writing group is a practical ad- 


dition to any living room. In desk 
styles 
there is almost limitless 


choice—the colonial. Spanish, knee- 
lole. secretary and kidney types 
are among the most popular. For 
a room without a fireplace, an at- 
tractive center of interest may be 
arranged 
by adding a tall pierj 


jookcase on each side of a low desk. | 
ising the upper shelves for color-1 
ful bric-a-brac. 


None of the groups should be 


shut off from the rest of the room. 
Set them out in "L" or "U" shapes, 
with the open part facing more or 
less toward the center of the room. 
This arrangement not only makes 
each piece more accessible but also 
tends to hold the room together as 
a unit. 


Today's smart woman chooses her 


dress to ensemble with her coat or 
suit, or prefers the new "costume 
ensemble" in which clever design- 
ers have harmonized these impor- 
tant basic garments. Two weights 
of woolens arc used in many of 
these, the sheer soft woolens, or 
silks, for the dress, combined with 
a harmonized wool coating.

These detailed ef- 
fects dramatize footwear, and lift 
it from the classification of "some- 
thing to wear", to an important ac- 
cessory to be keyed to every other 
phase of fashion. 


There arc satin bindings and ap- 


pliques, moire appliques, narrow 
trims of braid, gold pipings, and 
every conceivable kind of stitching 
in self or contrasting color. Perfora- 
tions, nailhcads, and metal touches 
are used in an endless variety of 
ways, and an important change is 
seen in a symmetic treatment which 
give shoes new lines. 


Those fashionables who were de- 


votees of the open toe shoe all sum- 
mer, will be able to keep just as 
comportable in new. soft toe shoes 
so designed to nevertheless retain 
their shape.

Swagger Silhouette Still 


Kates Very High With 


Coat Designers 


If every woman felt the urge to 


own a fur v-oat, she will this year. 
because there is so much of fash- 
ion significance in the new treat- 
ments. 
True—material and labor 


costs have risen, but so have beau- 
ty and quality increased, and a 
good fur coat brings joy in great 
proportion to whatever price is paid 
for it, as long as It is designed for 
fashion leadership, and chosen for 
bccomingness. 


The swagger silhouette is still the 


designer's darling, and because It Is 
so wearable it promises to be the 
popularity contest winner of the 
year. Add to this, the fact that it :s 
offered in five distinct types, and 
anyone can see why it will carry 
1937-38 blue ribbon honors. 


The Chubby Look 


There is the briefer swagger coat, 


which is just wrist length, and par- 
ticularly important is the bulky 
furs, such as skunk, oppossum. fox, 
and mink type pelts in which it 
gives the chubby "teddy bear" sil- 
houette which is so new, and smart 
over a short skirt. More modified 
is the jigger, or fingertip silhouette. 
Longest is the seven-eighths coat, 
and here it may be mentioned that 
the swagger silhouette may be had 
either with slight swing in the back, 
or in the new, pencil slim silhou- 
ette, with straight-hanging 
back 


and front from slightly extended 
shoulders. 


Another new note, and quite a 


radical one in fur, is the center 
closing, a welcome and flattering 
variation from the usual side clos- 
ing. And rivalry enters fur fuash- 
ions. in the introduction of the 
Princess silhouette and its compan- 
ion wrap silhouette. There's more 
swing to the Princess line this year, 
with fulness emphasized back or 
front, and this coat is never, never 
worn shorter than the hem of the 
dress. 
Belted or unbelted, it is 


"tops" for youth. 


Nor must we forget the cape, 


which is always high fashion, full 
length or moderate length — and 
smart in all the furs that make 
smart coats, such as silver fox or 
blue fox, mink and Persian lamb, 
caracul and Kolinsky, skunk, and 
seal. 
It is particularly effective 


when worn over a woolen suit, and 
really lends distmctiveness to the 
wearer. 


Sleeves and Collars 


What makes fur coats particular- 


ly interesting this year, is partly a 
matter of their collars, partly of 
their sleeves, and partly of the ac- 
cents which they hare been grant- 
ed. 
In many high fashion coats 


there are no collars at all. and par- 
ticularly all of the smartest coats 
favor little collars because they're 
flattering and youthful. The larger 
.the collar, the more conservative 
the coat style, but there are many 
variations in effect. 
Little wing- 


tabs are face-flattering, turtle neck 
and tuxedo roll effects are tailored, 
criss-cross and tunnel shapes, and 
high-placed notches all add a note 
of newness. While the larger col- 
lars continue to ripple their revers. 
•wear them as wings, or interpret 
long haired furs in deep pouches. 


Sleeves have had a bulky exis- 


tence for several seasons, but now 
they're toning 
down, 
providing 


width but not extremeness at the 
shoulders particularly. Quite new 
is the plateau sleeve, flat on the 
shoulders and dropping to soft ful- 
ness in the upper arm. tapering to 
a narrow wrist. Almost all sleeves 
are softly draped and fulness en- 
ters, whether at thi shoulder, at the 
elbow, or bell-like, at the wrist. 


Yet more elegance is sained in 


these fur coats by the additions of 
highly decorative and ornate but- 
tons, clip fasteners, neckline chains, 
and belts with handsome buckles. 


FLATTERY WITH FURS 


Slim and lovely, the new Fall suits combine beautiful wool colorings 


with flattering fur contracts. Pencil lines distinguish many of these, while 
others have the >outhful swagger popular in twccd travel costumes. Dyed 
furs are newest, but the striking color effects of softly toned blue fox, 
cross fox, silver fox, Ijnx and other rich furs give flattery to all of them.

where. Sporlsy furs, such as leop- 
ard, lapin or kidskin are worn for 
daytime, and more elegant furs in 
seal. Persian lamb or mink, are 
chosen for more formal occasions 
in the daytime or evening. 
Many 


new furs make their appcaiance 
such as mink-paw. Australian opos- 
sum revived once more, squirrel 
and dyed versions of many stand- 
ard furs. 


With a color mode in furs this 


season, grey 
krimmer, 
Persian 


lamb, kidskin and squirrel are im- 
portant. Soft brown and beige furs 
are also important, while the more 
colorful red fox and cross fox give 
striking contrast to other coats. 
Black is. of course, the dominant 
choice, but with fur swaggers so 
inexpensive 
it is expected 
that 


many a smart wardrobe will in- 
clude more than one fur coat this 
aetson. 


Boxy For Coats New 


Swagger lines in fur coats are 


varied with the new straight front 
lines in many models. Boxy and 
slim, these coats may flare in true 
swagger lines at the back. Other 
models retain the slenderizing boxy 
look 
in both front and back. In 


these the accented shoulder lines, 
interesting working of the furs, and 
novel collars or pockets give the 
necessary interest to the silhouette. 


Following the more formal mode j 


for afternoon 
and cx-cning, seal 


princess coats arc a popular choice 
lor the dressy daytime coat. Slcn- 
der and pencil-like in their front 
lines, they flare slightly toward the 
back. In collar lines they retain the 
simple, smaller collar effects pre- 
ferred by Fashion this year. In soft- 
er furs, such as broadtail and soft 
Persian or caracul, these princess 
coats arc apt to be more flared, and 
decidedly more "dressy" in their 
handling.

caves, for homes, but it is more com- 
mon for them to build rude huts of 
twigs, branches and turf.

In one tribe it is the custom for 


a jzirl who is to be married to spend 
several weeks in a hole dug in the 
ground. Her body is thickly plas- 


tered with mud. When anyone 
comes near, she is expected to "sing 
like a biid." 


The poor girl stays in the strange 


home day after day. At last she is 
allowed to come forth, and th* mud 
is washed from (her. With a wreath 
of white flowers about her head, 
she returns to the camp. Her hus- 
band-to-be sits on a log. but he does 
not look at her. She takes hold of 
his shoulders and shakes him. Then 
she runs away, but at last she comes 
back and becomes his bride. 


In some cases, Australians obtain 


their wives by capture. Slipping to 
the side of a stream where women 
of another tribe arc getting water, 
a man will suddenly rush forth and 
strike his choice on the head with 
a club or paddle. Then the woman 
is dragged to the man's camp. She 
will become his wife after she gets 
back her senses. 


It is supposed that "marriage by 


capture" was practiced by 
many 


tribes in past times. Today it is not 
the common custom in any savage

There is nothing like some def- 


inite target to aim at when prac- 
ticing the short shots. In actual 
competition the success of the short 
game often means the difference be- 
tween one putt and two and often 
the hole.
